The prior art of record fails to show or render obvious a device for controlling a 
hydraulically actuatable shifting element, as recited in claim 15; specifically, wherein 
both first and second surfaces of the clutch piston, when the shifting element is engaged, 
are correspondingly pressurized up to a predefined pressure-adjuster control pressure 
with at least approximately the same pressure.
